wlicy to nil it for an emergency. Others 
claim that a democratic caucus must 
ill the vacancy and when it is called 
t will be found that there are other 
questions beaides that of free sugar to 
ie considered, notably the silver issue, 
and that before a conclusion can be 
reached many adverse opinions will be 
developed.

Why is it, then, that the fanners and 


their families are not the finest speci- 


of humanity? Weseo among thorn 


ti chronic discontent, a rush of their 
sons and daughters to get away from 
the farm and be swallowed in tho fac- 
tories, offices and tenement houses of 
the city. This tendency has become so 
sweeping that in many places the pop- 
ulation of agricultural neighborhoods is 
actually decreasing. It is wrong, and 
the thing is overdone besides. The 
wave must inevitably sweep back from 
the city to the country soon. 


The reason for the dissatisfaction 


with rural life is not inherent in tho 
life itself. It is a part of the education 
end surroundings of tho farmers. They 
put up with an inferior and incon- 
venient home and domestic life 
They 


work hard enough with their hands in 
all conscience, but they do not use their 
brains enough. Mere brute toil is de- 
grading. It reduces man to the level of 
tbe beast. Bnt work that is mixed with 
braini is glonoas. When tho farmers 
n<^ their brains as much as they now 
use their bands, they will not have stiff 
joints and lame backs or be prematurely 
old. 
They will make rural life easier 


and more delightful than city life. 
This is what it should bo and in time 
must become

ME WAS TARRED AND FEATHERED. 


Colorado's Adjottnt General Hu Had flTMr 


Pretty IJTttly Experience*. 


Timothy J Tarsney, the adjutant gen- 


eral of Colorado, who was kidnaped and 
tarred and feathered at tho close of the 
Cripple Creek troubles, bas for some time 
past been one dt ^theleading actors in the 
state's political battles During the police 
troubles in Denver, when the governor 
was endeavoring to oust tho police board, 
Tarsney was the personal representative 
of GOT,eruor Wait*, and his firmness and 
undaunted bearing enraged the police and 
those in sympathy with them 


When the great strike at Cripple Creek 


began and many of tho strikers were ar- 
rested for alleged violation of the law, 
Tarsney, who Is a well known Colorado 
laKjer as Tvell as adjutant general of the 
state mlhtia, represented the accused 
strikers m court and greatly antagonized 
the sheriff and his deputies. 
When the 


large forces of deputies and militia went 
to Cripple Creetfo restore order, themili-

tla was instructed by Governor Walte to 
stand between the deputies and tho strik- 
ers and prevent trouble. In this crisis he 
was again the governor's personal repre- 
sentative and directed the movements of 
the militifl,omfefmoreincurrlngthecniuity 
of the sheriff and his sympathizers, many 
of whom were the same men he bad op 
posed during the police troubles in Denver. 


After the strike was over and on the 


night of June 23, when Tarsney was in 
Colorado Springs as the legal representa- 
tive engaged to assist io the defense of the 
Bull Hill prisoners, ho was held up in the 
Alamo hotel, led to a hack by masked 
men, who earned revolvers, and carried off 
to the outskirts of tho city, where he was 
tarred and feathered and left alone and 
half crazed to wander over the prairie. 
The assault infuriated Governor Waite, 
who offered a large reward for the arrest 
and conviction of the miscreants, and 
several men have since been taken into 
custody, charged with having given Tars- 
ney bis unwelcome coat of tar and feath- 


AN ABLE WOMAN PREACHER.

Mrs Woolley bad been 
for some tune of a literary and theological 
turn o£ mind, and when her husband re- 
moved to Chicago in 1S76 she began con- 
tributing prose and verse to various publi- 
cations. 


For eight years she was correspondent 


of a Boston religious paper, and in 1890 
she became assistant editor of a similar 
publication in Chicago 
"Love and The- 


ology," a novel from her pen, attracted 
considerable attention and was classed by 
many critics with the better known novels 
of Mrs. Ward, Olive Schreiner and Mar- 
garet Belaud, Since the issue of her first 
novel Mrs, Woolley has published several 
others, which have won a fair meed of pop- 
ularity 


Mrs. Woolley was not content, however, 


to limit hcr_theological output to fiction, 
and she soon entered tho ministry 
Her 


wort has attracted such attention that ov-
